Is social chaos, 
gloating over ruins, to bo tho method of 
social elevation of the masses? There may 
lie room In soum things for peaceful mnc. 
Iteration through a well Inforn ed public 
opinion and orderly legislation, hut class 
hatred and ungry passion never lead to 
nught but general misery and 
Buffering. 


The ]H)oplo of America must today look 
warily nnumi, guard 
against 
catch 


words and misleading war cries, avoid 
giving any countenance to socialistic or 
uiarchlstlc. tendencies and know that tho 
first coiiditi n nf prosperity to any and all 
-lasses of tnc people Is a peaceful com- 
nnnwealth und assured social order. 


The boast, that tho United Suites ia ablo 


alone to whip Kngland and tho rest of the 
world Into tho coinage of silver at 11) to 
I, or to force the value of silver up to 
81.Ml) :\n ounce, is mere nonsense. We are 
<reat people, indeed, hut wo have not y«t 
grown to that commercial strength that 
inr country means the commercial world. 
Our national pride may give IIH extraor- 
dinary dreams i,f our importance, but it 
will not do to build tho business of tho 
country upon thoso droams. 
Would all 


;ho commercial natloni' together, coining 
silver at Hi ro 1, bring up the silver value 
if bullion to ll.'.'K per ounce? Perhaps— 
strong commercial reasons suggest tho 
•onlrary. 
Would America alone bring 


silver to $1.311' Assuredly nor; though, 


if course, the new demand for silver from 
tho mints would give some Increase to Its 
value— which Increase, however, might 


bo offset by an Inrrunao of produc- 


Some Imagine that the ratio of silver to 


gold was always 10 to I o*1 thereabouts. 
The ratio was 
constantly 
changing 


throughout historic times; atone time 
silver was more valuable than gold; at 
the time, of the discovery of American sil- 
ver was ten times losi valuable than 
gold; 200 years before It had boon eight 
times less valuable. Tho ratio |g con- 
stantly changing, and thu question for us 
today Is nut what tho ratio wa% at a pre- 
ceding date, but what It should be In our 
time. 


Hut has not Horr Bismarck counseled 


tho Unit xl States to go, ahead and make 
tho experiment all alone? Yes. and some 
Americans quote his advice as an author- 
ity. 
Tho nly old fox would, Indeed, bo 


pleased to sec, America mnko tho oxpcrl- 
uent — and go to the iKittom of tho sun. 


Labor Would Naffer. 


I am absolutely convinced that tho la- 


boring clauses will suffer thn most of all 
from freo «l)vcr colnngw. And, yet, tho 
laboring cla«HC» are those that arc thn 
moat urgently appealed to In this free sil- 
ver movement. A man who talks against 
free silver II put down at onco as an en- 
emy of tho "common pooplo." Well, for 
my part I am willing to Ixi called an en- 
emy of tho working clauses, of "tho com- 
mon pooplo" if I am In reality advising 
them fur their good, and serving their 
true Interest*. Thom above all others In 
tho land who should today bo on their 
guard against the silver movement aro 
the laborers of America. 


But, will not tho farmers bo benefited? 


W1U they not receive a higher price for 
their products? Maybe, a higher prloe, 
but not higher value. Of what u«o la It 
to havo a dollar instead of a half dollar 
if tbo dollar can purchase no more than 
the half dollar? And will farmers re- 
oclvdd oven nominally a ranch higher 
price th«n they do now? The best mar- 
ket of the faraeri produc* Is his own 
country. And if bin own country Is Im- 
poverished, if factories are closed, if la- 
borers' In oltls* are penniless, th« farmer 
will receive bat Uttlo for hisbarterte- 


Men on salaries will scarcely bono to havo 
their salaries doubled, and the.n tliolr 
salaries 
such as 
they may lie, will 


havo only half tho purchasing power they 
hii\d today. 


Those who owe debts, payable—p>'iiicl- 


pal or interest—in gold, will receive the 
same salaries as today, and their sal- 
aries will have but half, tho debt-paying 
power which they have today. 


Hut thoso who owe debts, not payable 


In gold' 
Well, if tho country In ruined, 


where will they find ovim silver to pay 
thoir debts in silver' The only men bon- 
ollted—and thoy arc few today, and it is 
scarcely worth whllo to bring around a 
revolution in tho country to benefit them 
—are tho debtors, who have today gold 
on hand and who, by free silver coinage, 
will have their store doubled i n nominal 
value, and will bo enabled to rcduco their 
debts by one half. 
And, for those, tho 


(ucstlon remains, is it honest:' 


It is a delusion to imagine that silver 


will nlmiluto so plentifully that it can be 
mil eislly by all, ami that tho quantity 
will make up lor the lack of value. II 
silver bullion iloos not increase in cum- 
merclnl valuu silver will not bo prnGuml 
In quantities, .jncl as owners ol silvor will 
nol part with it except in exchange for 
commodities or labor which they deem 
useful and valuable, if the business of thu 
county 's not prosperous, the people will 
gut very little Hilver and obtain no profit 
from free mintage. 


There aio a hundred aspects nf this 


inestlon whluh I do not touch upon. I 
merely throw out 
BOIIIO few thoughts 


which show reasons for my own present 
political lalth, and which may be of mime 
benefit to others in forming thulr own 
judgment. 


I may, of course, bo miutakon. But I 


have come to look upon tho present agita- 
tion as the great test of universal sulT- 
ragoand popular sovereignty. Can the 
people, defend public honor and the insti- 
tutions of tho country at tho polls, as they 
have done on thu field of hattlo!' Can 
they bo HO calm an/l deliberate in their 
judgment, HI> careful to weigh all things 
In the scull) of reason, and to avoid all 
rush rxperimonts, that they can ho rusted 
with tho settlement of grave social and 
political problems. 
That Is tho njuostion 


that Is before us at the present moment.
